HOW DRUGS CAN 
AFFECT TH E BODY 


Previous articles this week have 
discussed the control which is exer 
cised over our bodies by the series 
of nervous ma sses ly ing along the 
spinal column, the automatic nervous 
sy stem. By receiving impulses from 
various organs and by sending re 
flex impulses back, it keeps all o 
our bodily functions in good work 
ng order. 
The question which the thoughtfu 
student naturally a sks is, what reg 
ulates the regulator? We know that 
t is extremely sensitive to different 
chemicals and medicines; also to the 
secretions of the ductless glands. It 
8 probably the latter which main 
tain the dead level of control. 
The 
action of some of these medicines is 
well known to every one. 
The action of nicotine produces a 
orm of shock, with pallor, coldness 
of the skin, clammy perspiration 
nausea, sighing respiration, which in­ 
dicate that the blood vessels in the 
internal area have dilated so that 
most of the blood Is stagnated there. 
The novice, with his first pipe or ci 
g a r, experiences this sy ndrome un­ 
til he becomes immune to it. 
Belladonna Affects Eye 
Another medicine, the action of 
w’hich is familiar, Is atropine or bel- 
a doiina . T he size of the pupils of 
the ey e is dependent upon the action 
of the automatic nervous sy stem, and 
atropine, either locally in the ey e or 
taken by mouth, will cause dilation 
of the pupils, paraly zing the fibers 
which normally contract it. 
Five thousand y ears ago the Chi 
nese emperor, Shen Nung, tasted a 
plant known as *‘ma huang,” and 
decided from his experience that it 
was good for fever and sweating. It 
was introduced into western medi­ 
cine only a few y ears ago by two

medical missionaries, and is 
now 
used extensively —although not for 
fever or sweating—under the name 
of “ ephedrine.” 
One 
of 
the 
famous 
historical 
events of the w'orld. the death of 
Socrates, was induced by conlum 
maculatum, a paraly zer of the auto­ 
matic nervous sy stem. One can still 
read the account of how Socrates 
felt that his extremities were getting 
cold, although his mind w'as still 
clear after he drank the hemlock. 
Many drugs which have firmly es­ 
tablished their usefulness, such as 
adrenalin and ergot, have their pri­ 
mary action on this automatic nerv­ 
ous sy stem, and more and more are 
being discovered and tested in ord­ 
er to evaluate their usefulness.
